— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the port of Mormugao for the 


year 1966-67. The noteworthy features of tho Report are 
reviewed below : — 


(1 ) Financial Position 

The total revenue of the port of Mormugao during the 
year 1966-67 was Rs. 197.76 lakhs (including the receipts 
from Pilotage) as against Rs. 181.29 lakhs during 1965-66. 
The increase in income was mainly due to increased earnings 
from wharfage, Railway freight and additional and enhanced 
levies, 

The expenditure during the year under review was Rs. 
127.90 lakhs as compared to Rs. 160.36 lakhs during 1965-66. 
During the previous year, there was an abnormal increase 
under expenditure due to a sum of Rs. 50.57 lakhs having 
been charged towards the new Depreciation Fund, covering 
the years 1962 to 1965. Excluding this, there was Some 
increase in expenditure during 1966-67. This was mainly 
due to certain additional benefits extended to Port employee*, 
increased expenditure on maintenance dredging and increased 
provision for payment of principal and interest on loan 
taken by the Port from the Algemene Bank. 

(2) Traffic 

The traffic handled at the Port during the year 1966-67 
totalled 8,085,696 tonnes as against 7,860,102 tonnes during 

1965- 66, The traffic handled in the year under review watf 
the highest so far recorded in the history of the Port. The 
break-up of traffic figures is as under : —

The exports consisted of 7,652,080 tonnes of Ores and 
36,852 tonnes of General Cargo. 

(3) Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the port during 

1966- 67 was 776 with a grotfs tonnage of 6,606,952 as against 
834 vessels with a gross tonnage of. 6,573,447 during the 
previous year. 

(4) Passenger Traffic 

During 1966-67, 10,242 passengers embarked and 10,743 
passengers disembarked at the Port of Mormugao. The cor- 
responding figures for the previous year were 10,492 (embark- 
ed) and 10,954 (disembarked).

During 1966-67, an expenditure of Rs. 47.69 lakhs was 
incurred on Capital Account.
